act on the following articles : 


ARTICLE 1.—To choose a Moderator to preside at said meet- 
ing. 

Art. 2.—'l'o choose all necessary town officers—Clerk, Treas- 
urer, Selectmen, Assessors, School Committee, Auditor, Ceme- 
tery Commissioner, Library Trustee, one Elector under the Will 
of Oliver Smith, all to be voted for on one ballot. The ballot 
for the ladies will contain the name for School Committee only. 


Art. 3.—To vote by ballot ‘‘ Yes” or ‘‘ No” upon the ques- 
tion: ‘Shall license be granted for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in this town ?” 

Art. 4.—To see if the’ Town will raise money to pay the 
town’s note at State Treasury. 


Art. 5.—To receive and act upon reports of all Officers, 
Committees, Commissioners, Trustees of the ‘own. 


ArT. 6.—To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the coming year, and appropriate the 
same.

Art. 7.—To act upon the list of Jurors prepared by the Se- 
lectmen. . 


‘ArT. 8.—T'o see what the Town will do with the money re- 
ceived from the County, called the Dog Fund. 


Art. 9.—T'o see if the Town will make an appropriation for 
the Public Library. 


ArT. 10.—'l’o see if the Town will employ a Superintendent , 
of Schools, and raise money for his salary. 


ART. 11.—To see if the Town will raise five per cent. or any 
fixed per cent. on account of Town Grant, State and County 
Tax, the same to be allowed to those who pay their taxes on or 
before August Ist, 1895. 


ArT. 12.—To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow money for town purposes, giving the ‘Town’s note 
therefor. 


Art. 13.—To see if the Town will raise money for Cemetery 
purposes. 


ArT. 14.—To see if the Town will raise money for repairs, 
either special or general, on roads, bridges, or buildings, or in- 
struct its officers, committees, commissioners, or trustees, or 
transact any other business which may properly come before the 
meeting. 


And you are directed ay serve this Warrant by posting at- 
tested copies at each of the Post Offices in said town, said post- 
ing to be at least seven days before the time of holding said 
meeting.

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Selectmen’s Report. 


The Selectmen, in accordance with their duties as defined by 
Statutes and following the precedent of our worthy prede- 
cessors, respectfully submit the following report, commending 
to your judgment the suggestions it contains. 

The passing year has been to the town one of unprecedented 
financial depression, yet’ little destitution or actual suffering 
has come to our households. Those dependent upon the chari- 
ties of the town have been assisted according to their several 
needs. While our expenses in the pauper department have 
over-run the appropriation, our excuse is that sickness has over- 
taken some of our paupers, but we have endeavored to look 
carefully into all such cases, and render only such assistance as 
necessity seemed to demand. 

Under instructions from the town the valuation and taxes for 
1894 have been reported, I think, for the first time in the his- 
tory of the town. In this report the tax payers can but take 
a lively interest, inasmuch as a perusal of the same shows what 
each contributes to the public expense. If taxes are to be ap- 
portioned justly and fairly, it seems necessary that a thorough | 
examination be made and the present value of our real estate 
determined. Changes in many cases have come with the lapse 
of years, so that present conditions as to growth of wood and - 
timber, etc., are unknown. Changes have been made each 
year no doubt, but no general appraisal has been made for a ~ 
long time, the Assessors relying largely upon the valuation as it 
has stood upon the valuation books for years. 

The Selectmen have had charge of the roads the past year. 
The law requiring the Selectmen to appoint a ‘‘ Commissioner”

was complied with. Seth B. Crafts was appointed, who ap- 
pointed Mr. David Ashcraft and Mr. Victor D. Bardwell of the 
Board of Selectmen to care for the roads in the east and west 
parts of the town. Asa whole, the roads of the town are in a 
fair condition. Special repairs have been made upon the road 
from Whately Main Street to the railroad depot. For expendi- 
tures on roads see report for statement in detail. 


SIDEWALKS. 


At a meeting held on July 26th, 1894, the town voted to ac- 
cept the provisions of Chap. 50, Sections 20, 21, of the Statutes 
giving the Selectmen authority to lay out sidewalks. Accord- 
ingly the Selectmen were petitioned to lay out a sidewalk from 
Main Street to Bartlett’s Corner. And in pursuance of these 
petitions proceeded to locate a sidewalk. None more fully real- 
ize the conflicting interests which call for consideration in the 
discharge of these duties. We have in all cases endeavored to 
conscientiously consider each, and its connection with the duty 
we owed to the public at large. A sidewalk has been con- 
structed something over 500 rods in length, by the very generous 
contribution of labor, which if paid for at current rates would 
have necessitated an expenditure of at leaste $500 without ex- 
pense to the town. 

Our finances as a town are in good condition, the only out- 
standing indebtedness (unprovided for) being anote at the State 
Treasury on which there remains $1,500 to be paid ; this is due 
the coming July. We venture the suggestion that although we 
are in the midst of ‘‘ hard times,” let us pay it up if it does 
cost an extra effort, and be free from debt, and keep so.
